Schooner Collides- ,With Dynamite- 
, Laden .Steamer. ' 

There was n steamship collision off 
Uaco Hocks on .Sunday moruiug, --wlien 
file schooner .Daisy collided , with the 
steamer Moliville Dollar, with a.T tons 
of dynamite, which added a terrible ele- 
meiit' to .the dnuger on- board. The 
Unisys stem was smashed, her bul- 
warks broken nnd the fore .rigging, of 
the'^ ci'aft 'was jumbled on her 
deck. 

'.';'lhe collision occurreil about 1 1 
o'clock Sunday morning. The freighter 
was coming into the Sound from San 
h'rancisco under ;i full head of steam 
and the schooner was heating dtiwn fhe 
str.iits to the fishing banks <df Cape 
I'lntlery. bowling aluii;; on the star- 
board fiick at brisk sliced. 

(,'aptnin Albert I.indvog, of tiie sclioon- 
er, expected that the steamer would 
pa»s (Ui his stern as he liad the right- 
of-way and consequently kept on his 
coarse. Second Officer 'riionnis P. T!ar- 
roii. of fhe Melville l)oll,-ir. thought the 
s;iiling vessel would put ••iboiit on the 
port tack. .-Vs they drew together, how- 
ever, he saw that the sleersman of the 
schooner, evidentl.v had no intention of 
tacking and ordered his helm "hard-a- 
port." Had it not been for this act the 
fisherman no doubt would have been cnl. 
in two as she was iliroctly in the path 
of the Dollar. As the b.pw of the 
slranier swun.g the schooner crasheil into 
her side. 

The crew of the Daisy -were thrown 
to the deck with great violence when 
she struck tiie side of the freighter, ('aji- 
tnin Lindvog, who was at the wheel 
when the impact of the collision came, 
was hurled clear to the forward hatch. 
Nearly ever.v meniber of the crew ^vas 
more or less bruise. i by being thrown 
against objects lying on lhi> deck. They 
cleared awa.v the wreckage as rapidly 
as possible and kept their craft clear 
of the Dollar's jiropeller. A line was 
passed to the Dais.v and ihe steaitier 
towed her to Seattle. ,Sho is badly 
damaged. A marine surveyor will go 
over her today to determine' the extent 
of her in.iurieK. ' ,

■vllle Dollar almost made the hair of 
the crew of that vessel stand on end 
for ri moment.

■ Premier Murray of Nova Scotia in 
his budget speecli the other day an- 
nounced a surplus of $20,822. He had 
the isatisfactlon of polntlrigr to steady 
and substantial progress during tlie 
year. Of the actual receipts, $1,324,531, 
there were derived from royalties from 
jpines- alpne^.the sum . of >,)6l3,811, or 
nearly half. This is a jrobd showing. 
The result has been contrlbufed to In 
a large measure by the great develop- 
ment In coal mining and in the Iron 
and steel Industry. Jf ova; Scotia, 'how- 
ever, has a growing public debt. " The 
Halifax Chronicle in dealing with that 
says that "the total expenditure on 
capital account up to the end of the 
fiscal year was $8,489,422, ^but against 
this . gross debt the " prdvlnce' iias^ sub - 
statitiai.' assets totaling over $4,500,000, 
whiclf makes the net debt $3,372,240. 
The public debt of the province la 
growing, but It has been Incurred for 
useful public purposes, notably In 
building railways, the expenditure for 
which, the Premier .said, the rapid in- 
dustrial , development has fully justi- 
fied. In the present .'sallsfactory con- 
dition of our finances the Increase lu 
the. debt affords • no ^ ca^l8e for alarm, 
for It is t6''be rioted that' the- public 
debt of Nova Scotia has not imposed 
one dollar of burden of taxation upon 
the people." This Is, of course, the 
Liberal point > of view.
